The Otherworld 


Ayakashi is an archaic term for yokai. 

Kami are Shinto deities or spirits. The word can be used for a range 
of creatures, from nature spirits to strong and dangerous gods. 

Tengu are a type of yokai. They are sometimes associated with excess 
pride. 

Shikijjami are spirits that are summoned and employed by onmyoji 
(Yin-Yang sorcerers). 

Shinshi are birds, beasts, insects or fish that have a special 
relationship with a kami. 

Ookuninushi (also called Daikolcusama) is the kami enshrined in 
Izumo Oyashiro. 

Yokai are demons, monsters or goblins. 


Hononfics 

-chan is a diminutive most often used with babies, children or 
teenage girls. 

-dono roughly means “my lord,” although not in the aristocratic 
sense. 

-kun is used by persons of superior rank to their juniors. It can 
sometimes have a familiar connotation. 

-sama is used with people of much higher rank. 

-hime means princess, although a Japanese princess is not the same 
as a Western one and isn’t necessarily the daughter of a king.

Page 11, panel 1: Odaiba 

A man-made island in Tokyo Bay that was once used for defense, 
but now houses a Ferris wheel, a mall, and other amusements. 

Page 12, panel 1: 50, 000 yen. 500,000 yen 
About $633 US and $6,332 US. 

Page 28, panel 2: Talento 

A talento in Japan usually appears on various TV shows as a 
regular but may also appear in dramas, sing, or write books and 
articles. 

Page 36, panel 3: Kamuhakari 

In October of the lunar calendar, all the kami in Japan gather at 
Izumo Oyashiro shrine for a one-week convocation. Therefore 
in the lunar calendar, October is called Kamiarizuki (month- 
with-kami) in Izumo, and Kannazuki (month-without-kami) in 
other regions. Festivals are held at Izumo Oyashiro during the 
Kamuhakari. 

Page 70, panel 3: Yogiri-guruma 
Literally “night fog carriage.” 

Page 105, panel 3: Kamimukae festival 

The welcoming ceremony to lack off the Kamuhakari. It is held 
on October 10 (of the lunar calendar) at 7:00 pm on Inasa-no- 
hama beach. 

Page 134, panel 3: Yomotsu-hirasaka 

There is actually a “Yomotsu-hirasaka” in Izumo, and it is 
believed to connect this world to the Land of the Dead. 

Page 143, panel 3: Kyoganmon Gate 
Kyoganmon literally means “huge rock gate.” 

Page 167, panel 5: Sasamochi 

Mochi (sticky rice cakes) wrapped in sasa (bamboo leaves). 

Page 169, panel 1: Yakyuken 
Strip rock-paper-scissors. 
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
